Professor Hauser was initiated 
as na child into tho mysteries ° of 
the Identification and restoration 
of old masters, His father was 
restorer to the famous Pinakothek 
Art Gallery in Munich, ‘which con- 
tains a particularly fino collection 
of Rubens paintings. 


+ After studying art in Berlin and 
Weimar, Professor Hauser workdd 
with his father before obtaining 
the post of restorer to tho State 
Galleries in Berlin. As such he 
received 2 ealary of about 210 a 
week, but as an internationally re- 
spected valuer and judge, he aug- 
mented his income privately to the 
extent of between £70 to £100° a 
week, , 


- A FIXED FORMULA. 


The charge against. Professor 
Hauser is that he lasued some 300 
certificates to the three dealers, 
Borchardt, Joseph, and Rosenthal, 
testifying that certain pictures — 
most of which he never troubled to 
look at—were genuine old masters. 
The. dealers bought these pictures 
for x few pounds at auction sales’ 
and, on the authority of Professor 
Hauser's certificates, sold "them 
again to foreign buyera for hun-' 
dreds of pounds, : 


Professor Hauser is said to have 
used a fixed formula for these pro- 
fitable certificates. 
‘his dealer friends wish to sell a 
Franz Hals_ to a credulous 
customer, Professor Hauser would 
write: “I certify that the work 
submitted is a particularly beauti-. 
ful and splendidly-coloured 


-terpicce> by -Franz~Hals:!-~ 


The Judge asked Professor Hau- 
ker this morning whether it. was 
true that on the strength of a pho- 
tograph he had certified a picture 
to be a genuine Jan Steen, With 
a laugh Professor Hauser replied 
that he had not attributed such big 
names to pictures, but only the 
names of “cheap masters.” . 


Later the Judge expressed as- 
tonishment that in-the course of a 
restoration by Professor Hauser 
the zoological miracke had occurred 
of an dog being transformed: into a 
ent. 


It_ is further’ charged against 
Professor Hauser that he attempt- 
ed to steal a damged Rembrandt 
Which had been entrusted to him 
for repair by the connoisseur Privy 
Councillor von Bode. Professor 
Hauser hid the Rambrandt behind 2 
cupboard in the hope that its owner 
would forget it or grow, weary of 


| asking about it. 


“One day his Excellency von Bode 
will die,” he is alleged to have con- 
fided to the dealer Rosenthal, “and 
then the-Rembrandt can disap- 
pear.” : 


In a Court crowded with. curious 
listeners Professor Hauser stend- 
fastly. maintained his innocence of 
the frauds for which he js charged. 
He had voluntarily retired on pen- 
sion five years ago at the age of 48, 
he explained, because of his failing 
eyesight and not because his hones- 


ty wag nlready doubted.

Germans Must Be Free. 

He ia reported to have told an 
interviewer to-day that he did not 
believe the Nazi.system of Govern- 
inent could endure, except perhaps 
in Prusain. He thoug at the Soutn 
Germans would sooner or Jater de- 
mand to be free of the “domincer- 
ing Prussian spirit.” 

Prince yon Starhemberg is deter- 
mined that Austrin, at all costs, 
will preserve her’ independence, 

Referring to.the Austrian Nazis, 
he said it was hia opinion that too 
much attention was paid abroad to 
“the nolsy activities of n handful 
of university students.” He scofl- 
ed ut the suggestion made by Nazis 
that they would come to terms with 
the Government provided they were 
given ‘the portfolios of the 
Ministries of the Interior and 
Public Safety. : 

“We have these offices and we are 
content to keep them,” he sald 
smilingly. 

Wants Deeper Reform. 

The Prince emphasised his‘ con- 
viction that Chancellor Dollfuss was 
hampered rather than assisted by

Sevon fatalities and threo di- 
yorces were caused directly. in 
1933: by affection of men and wo- 
men for. thelr dogs, a report 
relonaed by the Chappel Kennel 
Foundation here reveals. 


Three persons—one & 1o-yonr- 


old girl—were Killed in attempts 
to save pets from various ‘forms: 
of disaster. Two dog owners 
killed men for injuring their pets 
and one man committed suicide 


-becauso his dog had ‘died, 


The foundation report, compiled 
annually in an effort to trace the 
effects upon human nature of sen- 
timent for animal pets, shows “that 
three women divorced thely hus- 
bands because of jenlousy over 
affection given to dogs. A Pitta- 
burgh man took a a cons sen- 
tence rather-than obey a court or- 
der to kill: his dog. , 


SHOT, IN QUARREL. 


- One ‘man was shot in a quarrel 
over na dog’s pedigree and a 13- 
year-old boy was killed while cros- 
sing a railroad track on a, visit 
to the grave of his dog. 

Not all manifestations of this 
powerful love for animal friends 
brought tragedy In’ its wake. A 
wealthy Idaho sheep raiser fur- 
nished Inughter when he -rented 
un entire floor of 28 rooms in 4 
Chicago hotel rather than obey an 
order to confine his dog to one 
yoom.—United Presa.
